Dedication of St l*atricli'ii Cathedral* 


NEW YOBK, Hay 25.—The dream of Arch, 


bishop Hughes was realized today, when, 
amid the splendor peculiar to the church, 
the New Catholic cathedral was formally 
opened and consecrated by Cardinal Hc- 
Closkey. 
Around the magnificent white 


marble edifice, which ocoupies a whole 
block on Fifth avenue, were gathered this 
morning thousands of worshippers, who 
eagerly pre&sed forward to obtain entrance 
to the church. At ten o'clock the dedica- 
tion services began. 
Two hundred priests 


formed iu line and passed through the roar 
door of tho Cathedral. 


Pontificial high mass waa read by Cardi- 


nal McOloskey, and Bishop Eyan of St. 
Louis, preached the sermon. 
A choir of 


throe hundred voices with a full orchestra 
and organ accompaniment, developed tho 
full beauty of the Gregorian chant, proba- 
bly for the first time in the history of the 
country. Tho new Cathedral has a seating 
capacity of 12,000 or 15,000, and ia ono of 
tho coatlieat edifices in the country, having 
a marble altar that coat over 8100,000.
